The story which led up to t.he.shoot-

Main and Fifth streets 
for -the purpose of opening a saloon 
for the YVaukcsha. 'Brewing Company.

SHOT AT MK. HUBACHEK. 


By this time Mr. Hubachek had

IIi:bac-hek -and the bullet struck 
and went clear through the side of the 
kerosene can Mir. Hubachek was car- 
rying in his hand. 


At first the old gen'Ueman. who can- 


not, see very well after dark, did not 
appear to realize what had happened. 
But when he did he was naturally ex- 
cited and soon a crowd gathered. Mr. 
llubachfk hurried 'to the police office 
and exhibited the can with the bullet 
hole in it. 


Chict Johnson and Officer

hurried to the scene of the shooting 
nnd Officer Erickson who was near 
the. opera house also hurried to the 
corner where a big crowd was congre-

Five shots were fired, and while the 


crowd on the walk below vanished in- 
to the mists of tnc shadows of the ad- 
joining buildings the inmates of the 
hotels'began rushing ou; to learn the 
cause of the disturba-nce. 


After emptying his revolver the cap-

-I -was always inside 
the convent wa-lls although there was 
nothing to prevent,,'rny getting out. 
Soldiers were quartered in the con-

I could have walked 
out of the convent, any day, but I 
could not get past the eivil guards, as 
they call them.

One of 
the desperadoes secured possession of 
a roll of bills containing about $1,000. 
Thorburn tried to prevent the man 
from getting away with the money, 
when they whipped out their revolv- 
ers and began firing and ax the same 
time threatening.

Workmen who are getting 


no wages cannot buy' much; people 
who are setting no dividends try to re- 
duce their living expensos. Thi; result 
is that the farmer has in panic times 
almost to give away his crops. Any 
price is better than no price, and the 
farmer has to take what he can get. 
TYe have been Informed by a gentle- 
man who was engaged.In manufactur- 
ing flour in 1S57 that after that panic 
the Hour that he produced did • not 
soil for enough.to pay the charges on. 
It. It is undeniable that business men 
in general Rr.tlcipa'te a crash In the 
event o; Mr. Bryan's election. Of 
course, Mr. Bryan will say that this 
would bo tlie work of the money lend-, 
ere, but thatjclrcurnstance would be no 
particular consolation to farmers who 
found the demand for their products 
extinguished in. the destruction of the 
purchasing power of their customers.

Normally 
there should!bc a steady flow of immi- 
grants and R&Bltal i:lto thls country, 
which, added • to i.the normal increase 
of our own

and capital, 


would prcduce that sound and healthy j 
state of-.business when the sellin;;' 
•prices of all products equal the cost of 
production 
plus a reasonable profit.' 


Eut, owing almost entirely to our sil- 
ver legislation, the course o£ capital 
has bee:i turned bad:, Immigration has 
beon arrested, and failures ar.d cessa- 
tion of.'production 'nave diminished 0-jr 
ov.'n capital. It may be very wrong el 
b£»];trvs and capitalists at home and 
abroad to pursue the course that they 
have pui-EUs-a, but that is not the ques- 
tion. It "my .be wlck-rd ;or manufact- 
urer? ar,d miners to cease production 
and cilschtjTFre tlielr workmen, but.that 
ia irrsvelant. 


What ti:c fsnr.c-r wants is to get a 


fair price for his_ products, and this he 
cun only d« when the doubt concern- 
ing the currency is removed. 
Then, 


wo can assuro hln;. there will be such 
a burnt cf activity aw will make a de- 
mand for all thu crops that he can 
raise at prtcos that will gladden his 
h'/uvt. 
But the country must speak 


with no uncertain voice. Unless the

a good dollar, equal to a gold dollar, 
and will be taken at par value with 
jrold- for the payment of a gold mort- 
gage or any 
other obligation. The 


farmer who today can take the money 
that" he rocelves and pay with ir. his 
mortsrnC'*. interest or principal, dollar, 
for dollar, would'be compelled, under 
free coinage, when1 he made his mort- 
gage payments, to put up two sjllver 
dollars for every dollar, that he now 
puts up. 
It this sort of exchange Is going to bo 


a benefit to the American farmer who 
pays his debts we fail to see how. Per- 
haps Mr. Bryan could explain it, but he
